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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
LOUISVILLE’S HOUSING ORDINANCE 
Twenty-one states and numerous cities have laid 
the basis for an attack on housing discrimination 
by enacting open housing legislation. A major 
effort was made in 1966 to put through federal 
legislation of this kind — proscribing discrim­ 
ination in the sale or rental of housing on the basis 
of race, color, creed, or national origin — but it 
failed in Hie U. S. Senate. This year the emphasis 
has been at state and local levels. 
The latest example is an open housing ordinance 
passed by the Louisville, Ky., Board of Aldermen 
which will become effective today. The ordinance 
makes If illegal to refuse to sell or rent on the 
above-named basis. The only exceptions are 
apartments of four units or less if the owner or a 
member of the family lives in the building, and 
rooming houses occupied by the owner or a mem­ 
ber of his family. 
The measure also prohibits 
discrimination 
by financial institutions and 
realtors in housing transactions. 
The ordinance provides fines of up to $100. 
Mayor Kenneth A. Schmied refused to sign the 
measure because, he said, it gave too much power 
to the Louisville and Jefferson County Human Re­ 
lations Commission. The commission is empow­ 
ered to investigate racial discrimination in hous­ 
ing, conduct hearings, and impose fines or seek 
court orders to enforce the law. Many an open 
housing law has failed to effectively increase res­ 
idential integration because of lack of enforce­ 
ment.

FIRE BUTLER 
Missouri 
Industrial Commission Chairman 
James J. Butler should be dismissed. 
He was the guiding force in an attempt to gouge 
Missouri taxpayers by setting St. Louis steam- 
fitter pay scales as the wage rate for Jefferson 
City public construction work, even though local 
contractors had been paying a lower scale under 
a local agreement. 
Butler, who has close ties with the St. Louis 
steamfltters, was a poor choice in the beginning. 
When appointed, he was a member of a Clayton 
law firm headed by the late John O’Connell 
Hough, a close associate and attorney for John 
L. Lawler, assistant business manager of St. 
Louis Steamfitters Local 562. 
The controversy began last spring when The 
Globe-Democrat disclosed that the commission 
had set the St. Louis Local 562 pay rates in Jef­ 
ferson City — $2.12 an hour more than contrac­ 
tors on private projects were paying under their 
agreement with the Jefferson City local. 
In ruling that the Missouri Industrial Com­ 
mission’s decision on the highway pay scale 
should be invalidated, Cole County Circuit Judge 
James T. Riley said the commission had based 
its wage determination solely on steamfitter pay 
at the construction site of the Chesebrough- 
Pond, Inc., manufacturing plant in Jefferson City 
Involving mechanical work of $1.3 million. 
It failed to consider that the Jefferson City pay 
scale had been paid on $3.9 million worth of 
public projects between May 1, 1966, and * April 
19, 1967. 
TTie lower pay scale also was paid on private 
work totaling $856,984 during this same period. 
By law, wage determinations by the commis­ 
sion should be made on all projects involving 
use of public funds. 
It is obvious that the commission headed by 
Butler failed to observe the procedure spelled 
out by the law. 
Butler, who tried to defend this gouge of Mis­ 
souri taxpayers even after it was exposed by this 
newspaper, should be removed from this im­ 
portant post without delay. 
The cost of government is expensive enough today 
without inflating it by excessive labor costs.

EDITOR’S NOTE — This is the first of a series on 
what high school athletics are all about 
By Clifford B. Fogan 
Executive Secretary, National Federation 
of High School Athletic Associations 
The title of this presentation is "What Is R All About?” 
This certainly is not an original title. 
Neither is it new. 
The question has been asked before, originally, perhaps, by 
L. W. Smith, toe National Federation's first secretary. Since 
then, it has been posed from time to time. R continues to be a 
good question for those responsible for toe determination of 
policies and procedures for interscholastic athletics. Obvious­ 
ly, it is not sophisticated but it requires thought to answer. 
We trust that each and every person attending this session 
today has asked it. 
School athletics are about education. The only reason we have 
toe athletics in toe school curriculum is that they can and do 
contribute to toe education of participants and spectators. Hie 
person who strives for sophistication may attempt to classify 
this reply as trite. For such people we have sympathy. They 
are cynics or incapable of giving direction to a program with 
great and unique potential. 
R Is not at all academic that athletics are included in the 
school curriculum today because they can and do contribute 
to education. 
Not wily can they make this contribution, but 
they must do it. 
When we avoid facing up to this question, 
when we fail to acknowledge toe purpose of athletics, and when 
we fall to keep them on a direct course to toe stated objective, 
we have problems. 
Many of our problems result from a misunderstanding of toe 
purposes of interscholastic athletics. 
The principal source 
of confusion is toe comparison of professional athletics with 
school athletics. Suffice it to say that the professionals are in 
toe entertainment business. 
They are in show business and 
their purposes are to entertain and to earn a financial return 
for the producer. In a sense, toe players are performers. They 
are actors. 
The acknowledgment that professional athletics is a form of 
show business does not in any way indict them. Not at all. 
They are wonderful entertainment. There are those among us 
who believe that there are few forms of entertainment which 
are better. However, we most certainly must not labor under 
toe misconception that toe Bart Starrs, toe Johnny Unitas, the 
Carl Yastremskis, toe Bill Russells, and toe other participants 
in professional athletics are being educated in a way you and I 
would have school athletics educate high school boys and girls. 
We point out that there is a vital difference between toe profes­ 
sional and interscholastic levels, a difference which must be 
understood by educators, and a different toe public all too often 
fails to understand. 
The professionals are interested in toe 
income which accrues from their competition. We will agree, 
Pm sure, that their efforts have been well rewarded in this 
respect. When there is a failure to understand this difference, 
there is a possibility of trouble for the school. 
To point out that there is a fundamental difference in the pur­ 
pose of toe program does not carry with it any implication 
whatever that interscholastic athletics should not entertain, 
nor that income should not be derived from them. The con­ 
trary is true. One of toe benefits derived from a good, sound 
interscholastic athletic program, is that it does provide whole­ 
some entertainment. 
It provides an activity around which toe 
student body can center its attention and which involves toe 
community. This can be wholesome if toe leadership 1s strong 
and proper. 
A fair and reasonable income inuring from admissions to in­ 
terscholastic athletic events is desirable. 
There is nothing 
whatever wrong with requiring an admission fee to interscho­ 
lastic athletic contests, particularly from non-students. 
In 
addition to providing some means of defraying toe cost erf the 
program, admissions charges provide a means of control. 
For the professionals, the income determines toe policy. For 
interscholastics, toe income or potential income must never de­ 
termine the policy. The matter of income from secondary 
school athletic programs must be a secondary consideration and 
, 
in fact, be incidental. 
' 
Neither toe participant, toe program, nor toe school must be 
exploited for any reason whatever. Exploitation most frequent­ 
ly results when income determines a policy, but there are other 
reasons which may cause participants, programs, or toe insti­ 
tutions, to be exploited. Among these are the desire for public­ 
ity, and toe determination to win at whatever toe cost. 
Today, state associations throughout toe United States protect 
participants, programs, and schools from exploitation. One of 
toe principal purposes for which state associations were formed 
was to protect toe participant and school program. As all of us 
know, interscholastic athletics were a natural outgrowth of stu­ 
dent interest. School administrators, about toe turn of the cen­ 
tury, had their schools join together in associations for toe spe­ 
cific purpose of subjugating athletics. Many of toe leaders did 
not realize toe educational potential of interscholastics. They 
did not have an understanding of what athletics could do for 
a student or a school. Hiey considered them vulgar, a waste 
of time, and actually indicted those who participated In them. 
However, by toe second decade of the 1900*s knowledgeable 
administrators realized there was going to be an interscholas­ 
tic program and that it was possible to channel it into individual 
and institutional good. As a result, state associations estab­ 
lished a board to carry out toe policies which the schools as a 
group, adopted. 
.This board was called the Board of Control. 
The name, Board of Control, was not just a chance designation 
arrived at by chance. R meant exactly what it said. R was for 
toe control of interscholastics. 
From 1920 to 1940, toe state association programs were de­ 
veloped and refined. In general, they expanded. R was during 
this period that the opportunities and possibilities of educating 
through athletics were first realized. Then in the period from 
1940 to toe present, the program continued to expand. Natur­ 
ally there is less pioneering now. In fact, there is some pro­ 
moting of toe sports program.

known as “Mark Twain,” grew 
up in the Mississippi River 
town, which has a population 
of 21,000, has a lighthouse and 
bridge named for Mark Twain, 
and a statue of Huckleberry 
Finn and Tom Sawyer that 
was erected in tribute to one 
of America’s most famous 
authors. 
Other notable Missourians 
have included Daniel Boone 
and General Grant — both 
owned farms there—and form­ 
er President Harry S. Truman.

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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
LOUISVILLE'S HOUSING ORDINANCE 
Twenty-one states and numerous cities have laid 
the basis for an attack on housing discrimination 
by enacting open housing legislation. 
A major 
effort was made in 1966 to put through federal 
legislation of this kind — proscribing discrim­ 
ination in the sale or rental of housing on the basis 
of race, color, creed, or national origin — but it 
failed in the U. S. Senate. This year the emphasis 
has been at state and local levels. 
The latest example is an open housing ordinance 
passed by the Louisville, Ky„ Board of Aldermen 
which will become effective today. The ordinance 
makes it illegal to refuse to sell or rent on the 
above-named basis. The only exceptions are 
apartments of four units or less if the owner or a 
member of the family lives in the building, and 
rooming houses occupied by the owner or a mem­ 
ber of his family. 
The measure also prohibits 
discrimination 
by 
financial 
institutions and 
realtors in housing transactions. 
The ordinance provides fines of up to $100. 
Mayor Kenneth A. Schmied refused to sign the 
measure because, he said, it gave too much power 
to the Louisville and Jefferson County Human Re­ 
lations Commission. The commission is empow­ 
ered to investigate racial discrimination in hous­ 
ing, conduct hearings, and impose fines or seek 
court orders to enforce the law. Many an open 
housing law has failed to effectively increase res­ 
idential integration because of lack of enforce­ 
ment.

FIRE BUTLER 
Missouri 
Industrial 
Commission 
Chairman 
James J. Butler should be dismissed. 
He was the guiding force in an attempt to gouge 
Missouri taxpayers by setting St. Louis steam- 
fitter pay scales as the wage rate for Jefferson 
City public construction work, even though local 
contractors had been paying a lower scale under 
a local agreement. 
Butler, who has close ties with the St. Louis 
steamfitters, was a poor choice in the beginning. 
When appointed, he was a member of a Clayton 
law firm headed by the late John O'Connell 
Hough, a close associate and attorney for John 
L. Lawler, assistant business manager of St. 
Louis Steamfitters Local 562. 
The controversy began last spring when The 
Globe-Democrat disclosed that the commission 
had set the St. Louis Local 562 pay rates in Jef­ 
ferson City — $2.12 an hour more than contrac­ 
tors on private projects were paying under their 
agreement with the Jefferson City local. 
In ruling that the Missouri Industrial Com­ 
mission's decision on the highway pay scale 
should be invalidated, Cole County Circuit Judge 
James T. Riley said the commission had based 
its wage determination solely on steamfitter pay 
at the construction site of the Chesebrough- 
Pond, Inc., manufacturing plant in Jefferson City 
involving mechanical work of $1.3 million. 
It failed to consider that the Jefferson City pay 
scale had been paid on $3.9 million worth of 
public projects between May 1, 1966, and * April 
19, 1967. 
The lower pay scale also was paid on private 
work totaling $856,984 during this same period. 
By law, wage determinations by the commis­ 
sion should be made on all projects involving 
use of public funds. 
It is obvious that the commission headed by 
Butler failed to observe the procedure spelled 
out by the law. 
Butler, who tried to defend this gouge of Mis­ 
souri taxpayers even after it was exposed by this 
newspaper, should be removed from this im­ 
portant post without delay. 
The cost of government is expensive enough today 
without inflating it by excessive labor costs.

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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
LOUISVILLE^ HOUSING ORDINANCE 
Twenty-one states and numerous cities have laid 
the basis for an attack on housing discrimination 
by enacting open housing legislation. 
A major 
effort was made in 1966 to put through federal 
legislation of this kind — proscribing discrim ­ 
ination in the sale or rental of housing on the basis 
of race, color, creed, or national origin — but it 
failed in the I . S. Senate. This year the emphasis 
has been at state and local levels. 
The latest example is an open housing ordinance 
passed by the Louisville, Ky., Board of Aldermen 
which will become effective today. The ordinance 
makes it illegal to refuse to sell or rent on the 
above-named 
basis. 
The only exceptions are 
apartments of four units or less if the owner or a 
member of the family lives in the building, and 
rooming houses occupied by the owTier or a mem­ 
ber of his family. 
The measure also prohibits 
discrimination 
by 
financial 
institutions and 
realtors in housing transactions. 
The ordinance provides fines of up to $100. 
Mayor Kenneth A. Schmied refused to sign the 
measure because, he said, it gave too much power 
to the Louisville and Jefferson County Human Re­ 
lations Commission. The commission is empow­ 
ered to investigate racial discrimination in hous­ 
ing, conduct hearings, and impose fines or seek 
court orders to enforce the law.

housing law has failed to effectively increase res­ 
idential integration because of lack of enforce­ 
ment.

FIRE BUTLER 
Missouri 
Industrial Commission 
Chairman 
James J. Butler should be dism issed. 
He was the guiding force in an attempt to gouge 
Missouri taxpayers by setting St. Louis steam - 
fitter pay scales as the wage rate for Jefferson 
City public construction work, even though local 
contractors had been paying a lower scale under 
a local agreement. 
Butler, who has close ties with the St. Louis 
steam fitters, was a poor choice in the beginning. 
When appointed, he was a member of a Clayton 
law firm headed by the late John O’Connell 
Hough, a close associate and attorney for John 
L. Lawler, assistant business manager of St. 
Louis Steamfitters Local 562. 
The controversy began last spring when The 
Globe-Democrat disclosed that the commission 
had set the St. Louis Local 562 pay rates in Jef­ 
ferson City — $2.12 an hour more than contrac­ 
tors on private projects were paying under their 
agreement with the Jefferson City local. 
In ruling that the Missouri Industrial Com­ 
m ission’s decision on the highway pay scale 
should be invalidated. Cole County Circuit Judge 
James T. Riley said the commission had based 
its wage determination solely on steamfitter pay 
at the construction site of the Chesebrough- 
Pond, Inc., manufacturing plant in Jefferson City 
involving mechanical work of $1.3 million. 
It failed to consider that the Jefferson City pay 
scale had been paid on $3.9 million worth of 
public projects between May I, 1966, and . April 
19, 1967. 
The lower pay scale also was paid on private 
work totaling $856,984 during this same period. 
By law, wage determinations by the com mis­ 
sion should be made on all projects involving 
use of public funds. 
It is obvious that the commission headed by 
Butler failed to observe the procedure spelled 
out by the law. 
Butler, who tried to defend this gouge of Mis­ 
souri ta x p a y e rs even after it was exposed by this 
newspaper, should be removed from this im­ 
portant post without delay.

EDITOR'S NOTE — This is the first of a series on 
what high school athletics are all about. 
By Clifford B. Fogan 
Executive Secretary, National Federation 
of High School Athletic Associations 
The title of this presentation is “ What Is It All About?" 
This certainly is not an original title. 
Neither is it new. 
The question has been asked before, originally, perhaps, by 
L. W. Smith, the National Federation's first secretary. Since 
then, it has been posed from time to time. It continues to be a 
good question for those responsible for the determination of 
policies and procedures for interscholastic athletics. Obvious­ 
ly, it is not sophisticated but it requires thought to answer. 
We trust that each and every person attending this session 
today has asked it. 
School athletics are about education. The only reason we have 
the athletics in the school curriculum is that they can and do 
contribute to the education of participants and spectators. The 
person who strives for sophistication may attempt to classify 
this reply as trite. For such people we have sympathy. They 
are cynics or incapable of giving direction to a program with 
great and unique potential. 
It is not at all academic that athletics are included in the 
school curriculum today because they can and do contribute 
to education. 
Not only can they make this contribution, but 
they must do it. 
When we avoid facing up to this question, 
when we fail to acknowledge the purpose of athletics, and when 
we fail to keep them on a direct course to the stated objective, 
we have problems. 
Many of our problems result from a misunderstanding of the 
purposes of interscholastic athletics. 
The principal source 
of confusion is the comparison of professional athletics with 
school athletics. Suffice it to say that the professionals are in 
the entertainment business. 
Tbey are in show business and 
their purposes are to entertain and to earn a financial return 
for the producer. In a sense, the players are perform ers. They 
are actors. 
The acknowledgment that professional athletics is a form of 
show business does not in any way indict them. Not at all. 
They are wonderful entertainment. There are those among us 
who believe that there are few forms of entertainment which 
are better. However, we most certainly must not labor under 
the misconception that the Bart Starrs, the Johnny Unitas, the 
C arl Yastremskis, the Bill Russells, and the other participants 
in professional athletics are being educated in a way you and I 
would have school athletics educate high school boys and girls. 
We point out that there is a vital difference between the profes­ 
sional and interscholastic levels, a difference which must be 
understood by educators, and a different the public aU too often 
fails to understand. 
The professionals are interested in the 
income which accrues from their competition. We will agree, 
Pm sure, that their efforts have been well rewarded in this 
respect. When there is a failure to understand this difference, 
there is a possibility of trouble for the school. 
To point out that there is a fundamental difference in the pur­ 
pose of the program does not carry with it any implication 
whatever that interscholastic athletics should not entertain, 
nor that income should not be derived from them. The con­ 
trary is true. One of the benefits derived from a good, sound 
interscholastic athletic program, is that it does provide whole­ 
some entertainment. 
It provides an activity around which the 
student body can center its attention and which involves the 
community. This can be wholesome if the leadership is strong 
and proper. 
A fair and reasonable income inuring from admissions to in­ 
terscholastic athletic events is desirable. 
There is nothing 
whatever wrong with requiring an admission fee to interscho­ 
lastic athletic contests, particularly from non-students. 
In 
addition to providing some means of defraying the cost of the 
program , admissions charges provide a means of control. 
For the professionals, the income determines the policy. For 
interscholastics, the income or potential income must never de­ 
term ine the policy. The matter of income from secondary 
school athletic programs must be a secondary consideration and, 
in fact, be incidental. 
Neither the participant, the program, nor the school must be 
exploited for any reason whatever. Exploitation most frequent­ 
ly results when income determines a policy, but there are other 
reasons which may cause participants, program s, or the insti­ 
tutions, to be exploited. Amongthesearethe desire for public­ 
ity, and the determination to win at whatever the cost. 
Today, state associations throughout the United States protect 
participants, programs, and schools from exploitation. One of 
the principal purposes for which state associations were formed 
was to protect the participant and school program. As all of us 
know, interscholastic athletics were a natural outgrowth of stu­ 
dent interest. School adm inistrators, about the turn of the cen­ 
tury, had their schools join together in associations for the spe­ 
cific purpose of subjugating athletics. Many of the leaders did 
not realize the educational potential of interscholastics. They 
did not have an understanding of what athletics could do for 
a student or a school. They considered them vulgar, a waste 
of tim e, and actually indicted those who participated in them. 
However, by the second decade of the 1900's knowledgeable 
adminL-crators realized there was going to be an interscholas­ 
tic program and that it was possible to channel it into individual 
and institutional good. As a result, state associations estab­ 
lished a board to carry out the policies which the schools as a 
group, adopted. 
.This board was called the Board of Control. 
The name, Board of Control, was not just a chance designation 
arrived at by chance. It meant exactly what it said. It was for 
the control of interscholastics. 
From 1920 to 1940, the state association programs were de­ 
veloped and refined. In general, they expanded. It was during 
this period that the opportunities and possibilities of educating 
through athletics were first realized. Then in the period from 
1940 to the present, the program continued to expand. Natur­ 
ally there is less pioneering now. hi fact, there is some pro­ 
moting of the sports program.

EDITOR’S NOTE — This is the first of a series on 
what high school athletics are all about. 
By Clifford B. Fogan 
Executive Secretory, National Federation 
of High School Athletic Associations 
The tide of this presentation is “ What Is It All About?*’ 
This certainly is not an original title. 
Neither is it new. 
The question has been asked before, originally, perhaps, by 
L. W. Smith, the National Federation’s first secretory. Since 
then, it has been posed from time to time. It continues to be a 
good question for those responsible for the determination of 
policies and procedures for interscholastic athletics. Obvious­ 
ly, it is not sophisticated but It requires thought to answer. 
We trust that each and even* person attending this session 
today has asked it. 
School athletics are about education. The only reason we have 
the athletics ta the school curriculum is that they can and do 
contribute to the education of participants and spectators. The 
person who strives for sophistication may attempt to classify 
this reply as trite. For such people we have sympathy. They 
are cynics or Incapable of giving direction to a program with 
great and unique potential. 
It is not at all academic that athletics are included ta the 
school curriculum today because they can and do contribute 
to education. 
Not only can they make this contribution, but 
they must do it. 
When we avoid facing up to this question, 
when we fail to acknowledge the purpose of athletics, and when 
we fall to keep them on a direct course to the stated objective, 
we have problems. 
Many of our problems result from a misunderstanding of the 
purposes of interscholastic athletics. 
Hie principal source 
of confusion is the comparison of professional athletics with 
school athletics. Suffice it to say that the professionals are ta 
the entertainment business. 
They are ta show business and 
their purposes are to entertain and to earn a financial return 
for the producer. In a sense, the players are perform ers. They 
are actors. 
The acknowledgment that professional athletics is a form of 
show business does not ta any way indict them. Not at all. 
They are wonderful entertainment. There are those among us 
who believe that there are few forms of entertainment which 
are better. However, we most certainly must not labor under 
the misconception that the Bart Storrs, the Johnny Unites, the 
C arl YastremskLs, the Bill Russells, and the other participants 
in professional athletics are being educated ta a way you and I 
would have school athletics educate high school boys and girls. 
We point out that there is a vital difference between the profes­ 
sional and interscholastic levels, a difference which must be 
understood by educators, and a different the public all too often 
fails to understand. 
The professionals are Interested in the 
income which accrues from their competition. We will agree, 
I’m sure, that their efforts have been well rewarded in this 
respect. When there is a failure to understand this difference, 
there is a possibility of trouble for the school. 
To point out that there is a fundamental difference ta the pur­ 
pose of the program does not carr)’ with it any implication 
whatever that interscholastic athletics should not entertain, 
nor that income should not be derived from them. The con­ 
trary is true. One of the benefits derived from a good, sound 
interscholastic athletic program, is that it does provide whole­ 
some entertainment. 
It provides an activity around which the 
student body can center its attention and which involves the 
community. This can be wholesome if the leadership is strong 
and proper. 
A fair and reasonable income Inuring from admissions to in­ 
terscholastic athletic events is desirable. 
There is nothing 
whatever wrong with requiring an admission fee to Interscho­ 
lastic athletic contests, particularly from non-students. 
In 
addition to providing some means of defraying the cost of the 
program , admissions charges provide a means of control. 
For the professionals, the Income determines the policy. For 
taterscholastics, the income or potential income must never de­ 
term ine the policy. The matter of income from secondary 
school athletic programs must be a secondary consideration and, 
in fact, be incidental. 
Neither the participant, the program, nor the school must be 
exploited for any reason whatever. Exploitation most frequent­ 
ly results when Income determines a policy, but there are other 
reasons which may cause participants, programs, or the insti­ 
tutions, to be exploited. Among these are the desire for public­ 
ity, and the determination to win at whatever the cost. 
Today, state associations throughout the United States protect 
participants, program s, and schools from exploitation. One of 
the principal purposes for which state associations were formed 
was to protect the participant and school program. As all of us 
know, interscholastic athletics were a natural outgrowth of stu­ 
dent interest. School adm inistrators, about the turn of the cen­ 
tury, had their schools jota together ta associations for the spe­ 
cific purpose of subjugating athletics. Many of the leaders did 
not realize the educational potential of taterscholastics. They 
did not have an understanding of what athletics could do for 
a student or a school. They considered them vulgar, a waste 
of tim e, and actually indicted those who participated ta them. 
Howeve , by the second decade of the 1900*s knowledgeable 
adm tai-era tors realized there was going to be an interscholas­ 
tic program and that it was possible to channel it into individual 
and institutional good. As a result, state associations estab­ 
lished a board to carry out the policies which the schools as a 
group, adopted. 
This board was called the Board of Control. 
The name, Board of Control, was not Just a chance designation 
arrived at by chance. It meant exactly what it said. It was for 
the control of taterscholastics. 
From 1920 to 1940, the state association programs were de­ 
veloped and refined. In general, they expanded. B was during 
this period that the opportunities and possibilities of educating 
through athletics were first realized. Then ta the period from 
1940 to the present, the program continued to expand. Natur­ 
ally there is less pioneering now. In fact, there is some pro­ 
moting of the sports program.
